France.—The private letters from Paris, re- 
ceived this morning, confirm the previous state- 
ments of the strong position in which the city is 
being placed, preparatory to the election of Pres- 
ident. 

The Paris papers received this morning bring 
us the formai renouncement of Marshal Bugeaud 
to the presidency. He has addressed a letter to 
his supporters, in which he requests them to con- 
centrate their votes on that candidate who is like- 
ly to receive the most genera! support, so as to in- 
vest him with sufficient moral force to rule the pre- 
sent, and consolidate the future.

Schism in the English Church Anticipated. 


A correspondent of the Calendar, in a letter 
from Scotland, dated Oct. 31, states among other 
items of intelligence, that, 

“A rumor prevails in London, to the effect that 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and Lord John Rus- 
sell are ineditating some alterations in the Prayer 
Book. If this is true, his grace will find in the 
Premier a dangerous colleague, and evil is to be 
apprehended. I should not be surprised (such 
strange things happen every day) if they were to al- 
ter the baptismal Service. This would without doubt 
be followed by a Disruption in the Church of Eng- 
land, similar to that which took place in the Scot- 
tish Kirk a few years ago. Cesar is meddling too 
much with the affairs of Christ’s Kingdom. The 
Church of England must either be freed from her 
bondage to the State, or disestablished entirely.— 
It is fearful to see such a man as Lord John wield- 
ing such power in the spiritual affairs of the 
Church. [ do really think that a crisis fs at hand.” 


Has not “the Church” meddled too much with 
Ceasar’s kingdom for its spiritual welfare? The 
Church of Jesus Christ and the kingdom of Cesar 
are composed of such discordant elements that they 
cannot blend harmomously. Our Saviour himself 
declared in language as plain and as simple as 
words could make it, that his “kingdom is not of 
this world ;” and yet with the full force of this 
great truth staring them in the face, men have been 
attempting to improve upon it by blending the 
Church with the world. From the days of Con- 
stantine the Great (who by the way was grealer in 
wickedneag than in anything else, we believe) to 
the present time, there have not been wanting men 
who could only discern the prosperity of the 
Church, in connection with the laws of the State. 
They seem to lose sight of the great fact that di- 
vine truth is able to protect itself without the aid of 
Jaw, and hence their anxiety to prop up the holy 
institutions of the Christian religion by the aid of 
human \egislation—thus practically setting human 
law above the divine. For more than fifteen hun- 
dred years the Church has bled at every pore, in 
consequence of the wounds inflicted on her by 
men professing to be her mort ardent friends. Hu- 
man laws have been brought to bear upon the 
Christian religion with so much vigor, that men 
have been led to the stake and burned alive ; have 
suffered the slow tortures of the rack, and the hor- 
rors of the Inquisition, for refusing to comply with 
the forms, ceremonies and rituals of an established 
religion.

Probus to Constans. 


My Dear Constans:—You desired me to give 
the Scriptural pre-requisites to Ordination. I would 
not wyself have ventured oh such a question, but 
as you have desired it, I will give you my opinions. 
But first, | must say a few words with respect to 
your remarks on the subject of clergymen going 
to the polls. 

And with regard to this, I must confess, my dear 
Constans, that your very brief arguinent does not 
appear satisfactory. You say “A clergyman may 
vote, for the Bible does*not forbid him.” Now the 
fact I concede, namely, that a clergyman may vote ; 
but the argument you offer for it, is by no means 
sufficient, namely, because the word of God does 
not forbid it. There are many things not express- 
ly forbidden in the Bible, that neither I nor you 
would regard as right or expedient. But further, 
you say that the clergyman has the responsibilities 
of a citizen, and therefore should vote. Here again 
I concede the fact that he has a citizen’s responsi- 
bilities ; the conclusion by no means follows that 
he should vole. For this implies that a man can- 
not discharge a citizen’s responsibilities in any oth- 
er way except by voting; which conclusion, to my 
mind, is not correct. The question is one of ex- 
pediency, whether a minister of the gospel, in the 
present state of party politics, can do as much good 
by going to the polls ns by keeping away? ForI 
ain not able to see that it is a question of positive 
obligation by which a clergyman must vote; if it 
be, then, to be sure, expediency is out of the ques- 
tion. But I will leave this, 

As for the pre-requisites to ordination, I suppose 
they are, the scriptural qualifications for the gospel 
ministry, are they not? Or am I not correct in 
my view of the subject, for this seems to me to be 
the true view to take of it. Evidently no man 
should be ordained to the work of the gospel min- 
istry unless you find in him the qualifications for 
it which are set forth in the New Testament; and 
may I not say, unless you find in him afl those 
qualifications? For is it enough that a part of 
them be found io him, while others are wanting ? 
[ think those qualifications there mentioned, spe-

The Cholera rages in Scotland to a greater ex- 
tent than in any other part of Great Britain. No 
fewer thau 468 cases have occurred in Edinburgh 
and the vicinity up to the &th inst., of which 243 
proved fatal, 54 recovered, whilst 171 were under 
treatment, or the result not stated. On the 8th inst., 
only 27 new cases were reported,whilst there were 
49on the 7th. At present the great maoafacturing 
towns and districts heve escaped the scourge, and 
we sinccrely trust that they will continue to be 
exempted from its attacks. The malady, however, 
has appeared on the northern coast of France, at 
Dunkirk. 

Only 16 cases of cholera had occurred in Ham- 
burgh since the first of the month making the to- 
tal number of cases 3,362, of which 1,671 have been 
fatal. 

A letter dated Dantzic, the 3d inst., states that 
the cholera is raging in that city with intense vio- 
lence. There were no fewer than 62 new cases in 
one day. 388 individuals had already been at- 
tacked, of whom 185 died, 34 had recovered, and 
179 were under cure. 

{n the small town of Gartz, in the district of 
Stetzin, the cholera has carried off 102 persons out

Tue Great Syow Storm or rae 20rH.—As the 
snow storm of the 20th inst. was the greatest which 
has occurred at this period of the year within the 
recollection of any of our citizens, and remarkable 
also in other respects, a more particular notice of it 
may be useful for fature reference. The morning 
of the 19th was clear, with the thermometer at 24 
degrees, and a brisk wind from the Northwest. To- 
wards noon clouds began to gather, and about 2 P. 
M. the sky was completely overcast, with a pros- 
pect of snow, the thermometer standing at 32. At 
sunset there was a deep red glow around the whole 
horizon, indicating the dispersion of the clouds 
which appeared at that time to be light and thin. 
During the evening the wind freshened to a gale, 
and at 11 P. M. it beganto snow. At 9 o'clock on 
the morning of the 20th the snow measured 14 inch- 
es on a level, the thermometer indicating 25 de- 
grees, and the wind still blowing almost a gale from 
the Northwest. By 120’clock 4 inches more had 
fallen, the thermometer at 32. Atl P. M. the sun 
was visible through the clouds, but about 2 it grew 
darker and snowed as fast as ever. At P. M. the 
storm ceased after a total fall of about 20 inches of 
snow. The sky was cloudless at 10 P. M. This 
storm has been called old fashioned, but it was new 


ing from nearly due Northwest, instead of from 
some point East of North, the almost invariable di- 
rection of all former heavy snow storms in this re- 
gion. Adding the quantity of snow which fell on 
the 12th, it makes a total of 28 inches for the third 
week in Noyember. At New York the ground was 
barely whitened by the storm, while at Boston on- 
ly 3 or 4 inches ed onen fell, the storm afterwards 
changing to rain. On the 2ist, the mornimg after 
the storm, the thermometer stood at 23 degrees.— 
The storm is further remarkable for the great quan- 
tity of snow which fell in a short space of time, as 
it snowed at the rate of 1 1-2 inches an hour for 10 
successive hours, which is a very rare occurrence. 
On the 22d at 8 A. M., the thermometer stood at 13 
degrees.— Times.

AUSTRIA. 
SURRENDER OF THE CAPITAL. 


As was expected by almost every body, the city 
of Vienna has fallen before the power of the three 
Imperial Generals, after a not very desperate resis- 
tance. We condense from the long narrative fur- 
nished by the Engligh papers : 

Till the 26th ult. six days were consumed in en- 
deavoring to bring the Vienese to submission, and 
several attempts were made by the inhabitants to 
obtain better terms ef surrénder from the Imperial 
General, but to no purpose On the 28th Wind- 
ischgratz therefore commenced an attack on the 
suburbs. Inthe evening the Ban Jellachich had 
completely taken the suburbs of Landstrasse and 
Erdberg, and was standing at the Frauzensbruck 
and Meyetgrasse, at the entrance of Leopoldstadt, 
and had so taken up his position that he commanded 
them, and the whole of the Jagerzeil, with his bat- 
teries. 

In the suburbs of the Landstrasse and Larchen- 
feld the troops were, it is said, favored by the in- 
habitants, and were. received by the women with 
garlands of flowers. Many national guards threw 
down their arms, and a great many weapons 
were found in the Canal. The workmen on the 
contrary, displayed great valor. 

At elever o'clock at night, nothing as yet was 
decided upon, beyond the victorious advance of the 
troops. The inhabitants of the city itself were 
said to have raised white flags of trece as early as 
evening, which, however, were torn down by the 
operatives. Messenhauser,the commander of the 
National Guard, had proclaimed martial law, and 
threatened with capital punishment all those who 
should shut their houses. On the other hand Prince 
Winaischgratz had threatened withthe same fate 
al! those who should not shut their doors and win- 
ows. 

On the 20th a truce was agreed upon, which ex- 
tended to the following day at noon. The Hunga- 
tians who had crossed the frontier, made an attack 
on the Imperial troops, in which they were assisted 
by a sortie of the Viennese, but they were com- 
pletely defeated. 

Prince Windisgratz, on the 30th. at 12 o'clock, 

sent the following telegraphic despatch to Barron 

Wessemberg, the Minister President— Vienna un- 

conditioually submits this day ; my soldiers will eg: 

ter Vienna to-day. It was reported that soon after 

the commencement of the battle, a great part of the 

fiungarian troops went over to the Austrian army, 

among others the regiment Lichtenstein. 

The straggle in the streets of Vienna was of short | 
duration—the whole town was in possession of the 

Imperial troops on the Ist of Nov. 

It was on the evening of the 3lst that the Imperial 

troops made their first entrance into the inner 

town, after having taken all the faubourgs. Ad- 

vancing quietly toward the bastions, upon which 

white flags had been raised, they were suddenly 

received by a shower of balls. Shells and rockets 

were upon this thrown into the town—the Imperi- 

al library and a portion of the palace were soon in 

flames. The town submitted, and the Burge, the 

Karnthnerstrasse, and the Stephen's square, were 

occupied by the military ; a brisk fire was still kept 
up upon them from the windows. The Burge and 

Karnthner gates were stormed and battered in by 

the troops, and the Burge carried by assault. 

The fire in the palace and library was extinguish- 

ed, and it is hoped that the inestimable treasures of 
that noble collection will not be lost. 

The students fought like madmen, and when the 

rest of the city had given in, still defended them- 

selves in the vicinity of Aula, supported by a por- 

tion of the workmen. On the first they still held 

out in the Selgries barracks. The Aula was taken 

by the Imperial troops, and at noon the barracks 

were carried by storm. 

On the 31st 500 prisoners were made. On the 
same day the Hungarians recrossed the Leitha, 
and withdrew. 

Accounts of the 2d, and subsequently, state that 
the disarming was carried on without further. inter- 
ruption, and that all conflict had ceased. The Im- 
perial troops are tranquil! masters of the whole city. 
The battle between the Hungarians and Austri- 
ans, which ended in the repulse of the former, is 
said to have been very sanguinary. 

Accounts from Vienna of the 4th, state that the 
Diet had dissolved itself, only 60 members being 
present in the capital. 

Nothing certain is yet known as to the number 
of killed on the side of the Viennese. It is said to 
amount toas many as 1500. The army has also 
lost a great number of soldiers, and many officers, 
but it is forbidden to the officers to disclose the 
amount. 


PRUSSIA. 


Some disturbances took place at Berlin on the 
31st ult. Immense crowds were assembled on the 
Gensdarmen-market, before the theatre, where the 
National Assembly holds its sittings. The mob 
wanted to influence the decisions of the Assembly 
as to the conduct to be adopted respecting the con- 
dition of Vienna, Some deputies were ill-treated 
when leaving the house.

He 
is adding the last lines to the immortal al- 
legory.

Dr. Baird’s Lecture—Serfs of Russia.
